“And he gave some, apostles; and 
some, prophets; and some, evangelists; 
and some, pastors and teachers,” Eph. 
4:11; 1 Cor. 12:28. Here the Head of 
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Gifts of Christ 


the Church, the Savior of the body, 
the great High Priest over the house 
of God, is seen bestowing upon the 
Church, or rather setting within it, 
certain gifted men for its edification 
and perfection. It was prophesied of 
Christ in Psalms 68:18 that He would 
lead captivity captive, and that He 
would ascend upon high to receive 
gifts for men; and here He who re- 
ceived gifts for men is seen distrib- 
uting these gifted men, endowed with 
the power of the Holy Spirit, as need- 
ed throughout the Church, which is 
His body and which is to become “the 
fulness of him that filleth all in all,” 
Eph. 1:23. It was He who had led cap- 
tivity captive and ascended upon high 
that “shed forth this, which ye now 
see and hear,” Acts 2:33; and who now 
gives unto the Church men with spir- 
itual enablements to lead the Church 
in triumph against Satan. 


THE APOSTLE 

Foremost of these gifts was that of 
the apostle, the meaning of which is 
ambassador (2 Cor. 5:20), one who not 
only carries a message but who also 
represents the sender. (1) “Apostle,” 
in single and plural forms, occurs in 
the Gospels nine times and in Acts 
and the epistles sixty-nine times. The 
word is made up from “apo,” mean- 
ing away from; and “stello,” mean- 
ing to send off; send away; i. e., to 
send away from the source or pres- 
ence of the sender. The apostolic of- 
fice is magnified in the fact that our 
great High Priest was the outstanding 
example, and in whom this office had 
its spiritual origin in its highest sense. 
Heb. 3:1. (2) “Apostle” means one 
ordered to go to a place appointed, 
ordinarily sent with a commission, 
which had its truest compliments in 
the “very frequent” claims made by 
Jesus that God sent Him. Matt. 10:40; 
Mark 9:37; Luke 10:16; John 5:36. 
These claims are attested by the 
scriptures throughout, John 3:16; 10: 
36; 17:18; 1 John 4:9, and elsewhere. 
He in turn appointed and sent the 
twelve. Mark 6:7; Matt. 10:16; Luke 
22:35; John 20:21. They were charged 
with the responsibility of preaching 
the gospel unto all nations, Matt. 28: 
19; and to every creature in the world, 
Mark 16:15. 

So far we have concerned ourselves 


only with the calling of the twelve; 
there were, however, others who were 
called apostles, especially Paul and 
Barnabas, first called such in Acts 14: 
4,14. Paul calls himself an apostle 
nineteen times, and defends his claim 
in 1 Cor. 9 and 2 Cor. 12. 1 Thess. 1:1 
and 2:6 will bear a comparison of 
Paul’s claims, where Paul associates 
Silvanus and Timothy with himself. 
See also Andronicus and Junia, in 
Rom. 16:7. I am not saying the of- 
fice of the apostle continues today, but 
here is ground for thought. I will say 
that the world was never more in need 
of a ministry that is truly apostolic 
than it is today. Added to the above, 
we have also the word “apostlos” 
(Gr.) in 2 Cor. 8:23 and Phil. 2:25, 
where Titus and Epaphroditus are 
mentioned as apostles of the church. 
However, in Rev. 21:14 only the twelve 
apostles are mentioned. 
QUALIFICATIONS 

The first qualification of the apos- 
tle was to “have seen the Lord,” Luke 
24:48; Acts 1:8,22; 1Cor.1:9, as the 
first duty of the apostle was to give 
witness of the Lord’s resurrection, Acts 
2:32. Certain others mentioned as 
apostles would not qualify on this 
point, as to personal contact. A second 
qualification was the “signs of an 
apostle—such as patience, in signs, 
and wonders, and mighty deeds,” 2 
Cor. 12:12. See also 1 Cor. 9:2 and 
Mark 16:17. 


The work of an apostle was to 
preach the gospel and to act as an 
ambassador for and on behalf of 
Christ. They were commanded to 
teach “all nations” and “every crea- 
ture.” Though it is not authoriatively 
stated that the apostles divided up the 
nations among themselves, it follows 
that it was decided at a conference 
(Gal. 2:9) that certain of them should 
go to the Jews and that Paul and 
Barnabas should go to the Gentiles. It 
will be recalled that Paul laid claim 
to an apostleship of the Gentiles. 1 
Tim. 2:7; Rom. 11:13. It was also a 
consistent and major part of the 
work of an apostle that he lay down 
the foundation of the truth of the 
gospel; that upon this foundation 
others might safely build. Eph. 4:11; 
1 Cor. 3:10. Therefore, we have from 
Paul the revelation of the mystery of 
the gospel and the Church in Eph. 3: 
5, as a work wrought by the Holy 
Spirit. John 16:12-15. Notice particu- 
larly that “another buildeth” there- 
upon, 1 Cor. 3:10, and ye “are built,” 
Eph. 2:20.

The case was tried 
before a fine Jewish judge. The Bible 
was aired out, but the judge dismissed 
the case as the complaintant had 
failed to prove a single error. This 
book, “The Bible Defeats Atheism,” 
price 25c, at the Church of God Pub- 
lishing House.

Japanese Victory ‘Terrible Loss’ 
to Missions 


(STOCKHOLM)—A Japanese vic- 
tory would mean “a terrible loss” to 
Christian missions in Asia, Dr. Gustaf 
Lindeberg, Sweden’s leading mission- 
ary expert, warned here in a state- 
ment to the press. On the other hand, 
Dr. Lindeberg declared, an Allied suc- 
cess would prove a great boon to mis- 
sionary enterprise throughout the en- 
tire Oriental field. Japan now exer- 
cises control over 400,000,000 ‘“sub- 
jects,’ among whom are 230,000,000 
Chinese, the missionary leader esti- 
mated. There is considerable fear, he 
added, among the 2,500,000 evangeli- 
cal Christians in occupied territories.

The editor of Midnight Cry, writing 
on World Events, gives us the follow- 
ing: 4 

“This war is giving impetus to a con- 
sciousness of the supernatural, but, 
sad to say, that consciousness is being 
perverted into superstitution as a sub- 
stitute for faith in God.

Sir Hugh is a firm believer in spir- 
itualism and now spends much of his 
time lecturing on the subject. He gets 
his messages from beyond, he says, 
‘through the good offices of Colonel 
Gascoigne, who died a few years ago’ 
and whose good daughter, Mrs. Hill, 
writes them down ‘by submitting her 
pencil to the control of the communi- 
cating spirit.’ ”

Antichrist 


It has been the opinion of writers 
and teachers that spiritualism would 
increase in the last days; and with 
this, scripture is in accord. 1 Tim. 4:1;

Russia Deals Falsely 


with her allies, according to a state- 
ment made by Victor A. Kravchenko, 
an official of the Soviet Purchasing

Commission in Washington, who re- 
signed because his government was 
“double-crossing” the United Nations. 
Mr. Kravchenko stated that he could 
not “tolerate continued oppression of 
the Russian people.” He further com- 
mented that “Russia outwardly ind 
cated it was collaborating with t 
democracies, but that it was pursuing 
“aims incompatible with such col- 
laboration.” “I can no longer face 
those double-faced political maneu- 
vers,” said the resignation of Krav- 
chenko, who holds a captain’s rank 
in the Red army. 


The Russian, head of the metals di- 
vision of the Soviet Purchasing Com- 
mission, placed himself “under th 
protection of American public opin- 
ion,” he said, in offering his resigna- 
tion. 

Kravchenko, who has held many 
important positions in Russia, -has 
been a member of the Communist 
party since 1929, and has been in the 
United States since last August, de- 
nounced the Soviet regime and its 
leaders, because, he said, “they are in 
reality following a concealed policy of 
their own, designed to accomplish 
purposes at variance with their public 
professions.” 

The Soviet government has dissolved 
the Communist International, but 
only in form, he said, adding, “in 
reality Moscow has continued t6 sup- 
port its Communist party affiliates in 
many countries.” 

“The Soviet policy in the Balkans 
and Czechoslovakia is pictured to the 
world as a guarantee of the future 
welfare and cooperation of the peo- 
ples of Europe—in reality it has quite 
different ends. 

“The Russian people are subjected, 
as before, to unspeakable oppression 
and cruelties, while the NKVD (Soci- 
ety Secret Police) acting through its 
thousands of spies, continues to wield 


its unbridled domination over mm | 


peoples of Russia. In the territories 
cleared of the Nazi invaders, the 
Soviet government is re-establishing 
its political regime of lawlessness and 
violence. While prisons and concen- 
tration camps continue to function, 
as before.”

If we don’t quit sinning, turn back 
to God, and begin to pray, we hate to 
visualize what will happen to our 
world. It has been said _ that 
Japan first called for our mis- 
sionaries to preach Christ to them. 
We failed to answer the call. Now 
they have called for boys to meet 
them in this awful conflict, and many 
of our dear American boys have died 
at the hand of this fanatical foe. I 
trust if God does see fit to give us 
temporary peace again before the 
great tribulation, that the Church of 
God will be financially able to send 
the gospel to the whole world. We 
must do our best to save the heathen 
before the judgment of that great 
day. 

You may ask what would Jesus have 
us see in the great masses of humanity. 
Are they loathesome to you? Mexicans, 
Negroes, waifs of the street, and fallen 
outcasts. Do they have any meaning 
to you? They did for Christ. They were 
to Christ as sheep without a shepherd. 
Can we see them through His eyes? 
They were to Him as the harvest over- 
ripe, ready to perish, and nobody to 
reap it. They meant more to Him 
than silver and gold, and He would 
have us see them as He does. 


The Bible says if any man have not 
the spirit of Christ he is none of His. 
Christ truly had a missionary spirit. 
We must not lose this spirit. Let us 
lengthen our cords and strengthen our 
stakes. 

St. John 4:3 records, “He left Judea 
and departed again into Galilee. And 
he must needs go through Samaria.” 
This was because He wanted to save 
the woman of Samaria, thus the great 
MUST. This same great MUST stirs 
our hearts today. God’s willing men 
and willing women have heard the 
call of the vast mission field. This 
grave responsibility has fallen upon us 
and we must needs go to the ends of 
the earth with this message, because 
souls are groping in darkness.

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The Original Sin and Its Cure. 


Many questions have sprung up in 
the minds of thinkers in regard to 
sin, its origin, its existence, and its 
cure, and many theories have been of- 
fered by different schools of thought; 
but the Christian and correct view of 
the origin of sin, is that it came into 
existence through the wrong choice 
of a free moral agent. Sin, according 
to the Scriptures, entered into the 
world through the disobedience of our 
foreparents in the Garden of Eden. It 
was brought about through a lie, and 
we must be saved from it through the 
truth. Sin is a willful transgression of 
a known law, and the decision to do 
wrong in our foreparents created an 
evil state of heart, and resulted in an 
evil action. It is as John Fletcher said, 
“Inbred sin is the capital and most 
mischievous work of the devil.” It 
stands that the planting of sin in the 
fountainhead of humanity was the 
master stroke of the enemy. In this 
he destroyed the righteous nature of 
Adam, and infused his own nature in- 
to him, which is inclined to evil con- 
tinually. 


SIN TRANSMITTED 


Adam lost his holy nature, it being 
destroyed by sin, and then we are 
told that Adam “begat a son in his 
own likeness, after his image,” Gen. 
5:3, and so he transmitted sin to his 
posterity, and as Paul said, “Where- 
fore, as by one man sin entered into 
the world, and death by sin; and so 
death passed upon all men, for that all 
have sinned,” Rom. 5:12. So then all 
that is born of Adam is under sin, or 
have inherited the sin principle of 
carnality. Paul describes it, “The sin 
that dwelleth in me,” Rom. 7:17. Again 
he refers to it as “the old man,” Rom. 
6:6. Again he brands it as the “law 
of sin and death,” Rom. 8:2. In Rom. 
8:8 he speaks of it as “the flesh.” This 
does not refer to the body, but the 
fleshness of the carnal mind. All were 
born with this sin principle except 
Christ, and He was without original 
sin, being begotten by the Holy Spirit, 
and was designated in Genesis as “the 
seed of the woman.” This soul, with- 
out sin, not coming under the penalty 
of death for sin, could act as a sub- 
stitute for guilty humanity, having no 


debt of His own. : 
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CARNALITY IS A SPIRITUAL 
MALADY 

The Calvinistic theory teaches that 
sin is inherent in the body, or the 
physical being, and that the cure for 
the original sin is death. If this is 
true, then Calvinism is consistent in 
maintaining that we are only to be 
delivered through death. But original 
sin is not in the body, it is in the soul. 
Calvinism mislocates carnality, and 
hence fails to prescribe the right rem- 
edy. Paul does not teach that sin re- 
sides in the body, but plainly teaches 
that every sin that a man doeth is 
without the body, and that the body 
is the temple of the Holy Ghost and 
must be presented to the Lord a living 
sacrifice. 1 Cor. 6:18,19; Rom. 12:1, 2. 


THE NEW BIRTH BEFORE 
SANCTIFICATION 

The reason we should be born again 
is not because we were born with sin 
in us, but because we were born with- 
out the divine life in us. Adam, having 
lost the divine life when he died spir- 
itually in Eden, could not transmit to 
us what he did not have. So the new 
birth, or regeneration, really is a re- 
creation, or restoration. It is the first 
step towards gaining what we lost in 
Adam. Jesus told Nicodemus, “Except 
a man be born again, he cannot see 
the kingdom of God,” John 3:3. So 
then we understand that there must 
be a new creature come into existence 
before one can see into the kingdom 
of God. What we are really taught 
that happens in the new birth is re- 
generation, or a “new creation,” 2 Cor. 
5:17. Justification—we are justified of 
our sins committed. Acts 13:39. Adop- 
tion—we are adopted in the family of 
God. Rom. 5:1; John 1:12; Rom. 8:15. 


THE COUNTERLIFE SET UP 


After the new birth, we find our- 
selves strangely possessed with two 
natures—the new life longing for God, 
the new man to sin and death. This 
and the old man striving to subject 
may seem repulsive to think of, sin 
being resident in the heart of the re- 
generated, but this is the state of af- 
fairs and we are aware of the counter- 
current in our heart. Paul describes 
this experience. “For the flesh (car- 
nality) lusteth against the Spirit (new 
man), and the Spirit against the 


flesh: and these are contrary one 
the other: so that ye can not do the 
things that ye would,” Gal. 5:17. And 
he tells us in verse 24, “And they that 
are Christ’s have crucified the flesh 
with the affections and lust.” So then 
the FLESH of verse 17 is crucified in 
verse 24. This is an experience that is 
not strange to unsanctified regener- 
ated people. Two boys were wrestling 
and there were quite a few onlookers. 
The little fellow got the big fellow 
down and began to shout, “Help, oh 
help.” One said, “Why are you calling 
for help? Haven’t you got him down?” 
“Yes,” said the little boy, “but I feel 
him arising.” Many are battling with 
the sin principle in a regenerated 
state, and are tempted to give it up, 
saying, “My evil inclinations, my evil 
desires almost overcome me.” 


“Abraham had two sons, the one by 
a bondmaid, the other by a freewom- 
an. But he who was of the bond- 
woman was born after the flesh; but 
he of the freewoman was. by 
promise. Which things are an alle- 
gory.” Gal. 4:22-24. Paul used this al- 
legory to describe two covenants, but 
I am using it as a type of an unsanc- 
tified Christian. This battle occurred 
not only in Abraham’s home, but a 
corresponding battle takes place in 
the Christian’s heart today. “He that 
was born after the flesh persecuted 
him that was born after the Spirit, 
EVEN SO IT IS NOW. Nevertheless 
what saith the scripture? Cast out the 
bondwoman and her son: for the son 
of the bondwoman shall not be heir 
with the son of the freewoman.” Gal. 
4:29, 30. Before Isaac was born Ish- 
mael was boss. Before we were born 
again we were controlled by the car- 
nal mind. “Wherein in time past ye 
walked according to the course of this 
world, . ... fulfilling the desires of 
the flesh and mind.” Eph. 2:2, 3. 
When Isaac was born, persecution be- 
gan. Ishmael mocked Isaac. Ishmael 
answers to the analogy of the flesh- 
born first, “That which is born of 
flesh is flesh.” Isaac was born second, 
and answers to the child of the prom- 
ise, “That which is born of Spirit is 
Spirit.” There were two natures in one 
home, unlike in their disposition, un- 
like in nature, unlike in their desires. 
The two lived in the same tent, but 
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the Lord said, “Cast out the bond- 
woman and her son.” “This is the will 
of God, even your sanctification.” 1 

hess. 4:3. 

REGENERATION DOES NOT 

ERADICATE INBRED SIN 

Paul asserts that some of the Co- 
rinthian brethren were “babes in 
Christ” and were “yet carnal.” We 
may observe that they were brethren, 
but were yet carnal. 1 Cor. 3:1-3. 
Again, he commends the brethren at 
Thessalonica for having sounded out 
the Word in Macedonia and Achaia, 1 
Thess. 1:8, and then he admonishes 
them to “rejoice evermore, pray 
without ceasing,” etc., prayed for 
their sanctification. 1 Thess. 5:23. 
This is evidence that they were un- 
sanctified Christians. Jesus declared 
that the apostles were not of the 
world, but yet He prayed for their 
sanctification. John 17:14-17. Many 
scriptures could be cited, but time and 
space do not permit. 


THE ORIGINAL CURE FOR THE 
ORIGINAL SIN 

We have seen that sin is dominant 
in the unconverted, and resident in 
the regenerated, but many schools of 
thought offer an all-cure treatment 
for the original sin. The Roman 
church offers three methods to de- 
stroy sin: First, infantile baptism; 
second, monastic isolation; third, at 
The 
Plegian cure for the original sin is 
about like the Christian Science cure. 
It prescribes an imaginary cure for 
an imaginary disease. It simply denies 


the real existence of the original sin. 
The Zinzendorfian cure is said to ef- 
fect a complete cure of the original 
sin at birth. The Calvinistic remedy 
for the original sin is death. 

We believe the Scriptures, that aft- 
er regeneration entire sanctification 
is necessary to eliminate the positive 
phase of innate depravity. The sin 
principle is a disposition, a bias, a 
proneness called the “carnal mind.” 
It is hereditary and very deep seated 
in the spiritual nature. The will pow- 
er can not remove it. All forms of 
church ceremonies have failed tc 
reach it. The furnace of affliction can 
not burn it out. Death can not demol- 
ish it. The only perfect cure for the 
original sin is the blood of Christ ap- 
plied by the Holy Ghost. The Bible is 
the only trustworthy authority for the 
cure of sin. We offer some proof that 
inbred sin can be eradicated or elim- 
inated from the soul of the true be- 
liever in this life. We inherited it in- 
stantaneously and we get rid of it in- 
stantaneously. John the Baptist said, 
“Behold the Lamb of God, which tak- 
eth away the sin of the world.” John 
1:29. Sin in the singular means the sin 
principle. This is generally agreed 
upon by all commentators. 

Let us try the suppression theory. 
The Bible teaches suppression all 
right, but it applies to the body. 1 Cor. 
9:27. The outward man is to be “put 
under.” The new man is to be “put 
on,” and the “old man is to be put 
off.” 2 Cor. 4:15; Eph. 4:22, 23. If we 
would keep the body down and under 
as Paul did, the appetite and fleshly 


desires, there would not be so much 
backsliding. Paul did not apply sup- 
pression to the old man, but eradica- 
tion. He said, “Knowing this, that our 
old man is crucified with him, that 
the body of sin might be destroyed, 
that henceforth we should not serve 
sin.” Rom. 6:6. It is one thing to keep 
the body under and another thing to 
crucify the old man. For he that is 
dead is freed from sin itself. We put 
the outward man under that he may 
be of service to us, and we put the 
old man away that we may not serve 
him. The old man must be destroyed. 
“He is not subject to the law of God, 
neither indeed can be.” He can’t be 
won to God, so the divine method is 
crucifixion. Sanctification, according 
to the Scripture, is a taking away. 
See Rom. 2:28 and Col. 2:11. The Re- 
vised Version translates it “sin,” in 
the singular. So we see that the Bible 
is on the side of eradication. Every 
scriptural expression corroborates this 
view of the question—‘“Purge out,” 
“cleanse from,” “put away,” “take 
away,” “put off,” “crucify,” “destroy,” 
“lay aside,” “rooted out,” “plucked 
up,” “removed,” “purify.” It is not 
enough to brush down the spider web 
of transgression, but the best remedy 
is to kill the spider of carnality. The 
Bible teaches a definite, distinct work 
of grace. Paul had this kind of an ex- 
perience. He said, “KNOWING THIS, 
that the old man is crucified.” Any- 
thing you know must be definite. We 
believe that the Bible teaches that the 
original sin exists and reigns in sin- 
ners, and remains in the regenerated 
until they are sanctified, and that in 
sanctification the sin principle is 


eradicated.

Matthew 18:22 

This is the day of acephalous mul- 
titudes. On every hand we see those 
wandering in gross darkness, seeking 
someone to lead them out of chaos. 
Men have from the beginning of time 
had leaders capable of carrying their 
followers through any difficulty that 
might arise. Throughout the ages the 
masses without competent leaders 
have perished. Old Abraham is the 
nucleus of our religious trend. Abra- 
ham relied on God for his guidance 
at all times, and he had perfect faith 
that under His leadership he could 
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safely lead those relying on him to 
the land promised unto him and his 
seed. Moses chose rather to suffer af- 
fliction with God’s people than to en- 
joy the pleasure of sin for a season. 
While Moses was communing with 
God, receiving instructions as to the 
safe arrival of the children of Israel 
at their destination, Canaan’s land, 
Moses, upon returning, found that the 
children of Israel, without a compe- 
tent leader, had wandered off into the 
wilderness, with no one to warn them 
of the terrible fate awaiting them. 
Thus lured into idolatry, many per- 


ished in sin. Moses, with Aaron as 
his assistant, led by the pillar of fire 
at night and the cloud by day, circum- 
navigated snares set by the wicked 
one. They were carried through 
famine, danger from wild beasts, peril 
from Pharaoh, to their destination. 
Those that disregarded admonition by 
their leader were destroyed by the de- 
stroyer. 


Under the leadership of Joshua, 
who also looked to God for his help, 
they were made to possess the land 
promised unto them. The walls of 
Jericho, under the persistent leader- 
ship of Joshua, were made to fall flat; 
likewise, the waters of the Jordan 
were caused to roll back, not by his

Lesson: John 1:36-42. 

Text: John 1:37, “And the two 
disciples heard him speak, and they 
followed him.” 

Introduction: If the millions of 
church members in America were all 
true followers of Christ, we would 
be more qualified to be _ called 
CHRISTIAN AMERICA. 

1. Are all church members true fol- 
lowers of Christ? Matt. 7:21, “Not 
every one that saith unto me, Lord, 
Lord, shall enter into the kingdom of 
heaven, but he that doeth the will of 
my Father which is in heaven.” In 
other words, we must obey the com- 
mandment of Christ to be true fol- 
lowers of Him. In Luke 6:46 Jesus 
said, ‘Why call ye me, Lord, Lord, and 
do not the things which I say?” This 
scripture alone is enough to prove that 
a great number that belong to dif- 
ferent churches are not true followers 
of Christ because they do not keep 
His commandments. 

2. Notice John the Baptist, the fore- 
runner of Christ. Jesus, speaking con- 
cerning him, in Matthew 11:11, said, 
“Among them that are born of women 
there hath not risen a greater than 
John the Baptist.” The question is, 
How did John acquire this greatness? 
Answer: His messages never called 
attention to himself. His only passion 
was to magnify Christ to the world, 
and this ought to be the outstanding 
motive of every Christian. When John 
was confronted with the question, 
“Art thou the Christ?” he gave the 
negative answer, “I am not the Christ.” 

In Matt. 3:11 he said, “He that 
cometh after me is mightier than I.” 
Here is where many fail. When the 
church is blessed with an old-time 
revival, many times man takes the 
credit instead of ascribing it to our 
blessed Lord. It was also written of 
John, “The voice of one crying in 
the wilderness, Prepare ye the way 
of the Lord, make his paths straight.” 

Oh, minister, let us cry out to the 
great throngs of people out in the 
wilderness of sin. Let us help them to 
find the true way of salvation, that 
they might join our number and be 
true followers of Christ. 

3. Another of John’s Christian 
motives for us to view and put into 
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practice in our lives, is the fact that 
he said, “I must decrease but Christ 
must increase.” 

James tells us that our life is only a 
vapor that appeareth for a little while, 
then vanisheth away; so the little 
time we have to spend in this world, 
let us seek to exalt Christ and His 
Church to a lost world. 

4. In John 1:36 we hear those un- 
selfish words spoken by John to his 
own disciples: “Behold the Lamb of 
God.” He was suggesting that his 
disciples follow Christ instead of him- 
self, and in the text we read, “The 
two disciples heard him speak, and 
they followed Christ.” Oh, if we could 
only make this suggestion to the un- 
saved of this universe in such a force- 
ful manner that they would hear us 
speak, and not only hear but become 
followers of Jesus. In order to do this, 
we must seek to point men and women 
to the Lamb of God that taketh away 
the sin of the world, and not go 
around saying, “I surely put my 
church over this year. I won fifty 
souls to Christ, I led a hundred into 
the church,” etc. This is taking the 
glory unto ourselves instéad of as- 
cribing it to whom it is due—our 
blessed Christ. 

5. The Lord sees His followers. John 
1:38 says that Jesus turned and saw 
them following. Yes, the Lord’s eyes 
are upon the righteous, and His ear 
is open to their cries. 

We might have our companion, our 
family, our church, and the world, 
fooled into thinking we are Christians, 
but Christ cannot be fooled. He knows 
our everyday life. 

Some might even be out posing as 
holiness preachers and _  pastoring 
churches, yet not following Christ as 
they should. Remember, brother minis- 
ter, you and I are required to be ex- 
amples to our churches and to the 
world. A church will not rise higher 
than the one who leads it. 

6. The question was asked in John 
1:38, of those who had begun to fol- 
low the Lord, “What seek ye?” This 
is the very question I wish to ask you: 
What are you seeking? Why are you 
in the Church? Are you trying to 
help the Church go forward? Are you 
talking for or against the Church? 


Do you think you are so important 
that the Church would go down if 
you left it? Are you seeking a large 
salary? If so, you had better change 
positions, because not many preachers 
ever become wealthy. 


Ministry, laity, let us seek the@ 


betterment and advancement of the 
Church of God. 

7. “Where dwellest thou?” was the 
question the disciples asked the Lord, 
and immediately they received an 
invitation to inspect His dwelling. 
Many church members would not give 
this invitation, for if their homes 
were to be inspected you would find 
the Bible covered with dust, and in- 
stead of Christian literature you would 
find comic books, western magazines, 
checkers, dominoes, etc. Such homes 
of professing Christians surely need 
an inspection. 

Can we follow Christ in all His 
dwellings? First, we see Him with 
the Father before the world was, 
John 17:5. Next, we see Him in a man- 
ger; then in the wilderness where the 
devil loosed all his power against Him 
to try to trap Him. And He also was 
in the Garden of Gethsemane, where 
He sweat as it were great drops of 
blood for you and for me. A howling 
mob came to escort Him to an unjust 
trial and yet He opened not His mouth. 
Oh, that we could get to this place 
with God! Next we see Him on the 
cross between two thieves, and dying 
He said, “It is finished.” The great 
plan whereby we might follow Him 
was now completed. His last dwelling 
is recorded in Mark 16:19, “He was re- 
ceived up into heaven, and sat down 
on the right hand of God.” 

8. John 1:39. The disciples came and 
saw where He dwelt, and abode with 
Him. Yes, even unto death the 
disciples stood true and continued to 
follow the Lord. Many start to live for 
Christ and when the battle begins to 
get hot they retreat to the devil’s 
territory again. 

These disciples followed through 
great trials. They didn’t leave the 
Church the first time they failed to 
get the church or office they wanted. 

Let you and me also be established 
in the great Church of God in such 
a way that the devil’s deceptions can- 
not allure us to leave the Church or 
the Lord. 

9. An example to follow is given in 
John 1:41, 42, where Andrew found 
his brother and brought him to Jesus. 

Let us consider our brother in the

We need a 
burden for the awful condition of this 
world and a good’ old-time way of 
praying through will place it upon 
our souls. 

You may ask, “What would hinder 
a world-wide program in missions?”

Peter prayed 
through to a vision on the housetop. 
He saw a great sheet coming down 
from heaven, knit at the four corners. 
The sheet and contents represented 
the universe and its various nations. 
We must all become mission-minded. 
Don’t let anything retard the progress 
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of raising mission ‘money. Keep the 
big drives going. We think they are 
what God wants. Remember, dear 
reader, no spiritual-minded person 
will oppose the mission spirit, for it is 
the spirit of Christ.

These things 
bring trouble instead of promoting 
the Church of God. 

10. Last but not least, in following 
Christ Simon received a new name. 
John 1:42. He was changed from that 
rough, rugged fisherman to Cephas, 
being interpreted a STONE; or, in 
other words, Jesus meant that Peter 
would be a dependable follower, which 
he proved to be by winning thousands 
of souls to Christ and dying a martyr’s 
death. 

If we stand true to Christ and His 
Church, continue to be true followers 
of Him, we, too, will receive a change 
of names. Rev. 2:17, “To him that 
overcometh will I give to eat of the 
hidden manna, and will give him a 
white STONE, and in the stone a NEW 
NAME written, which no man knoweth 
saving he that receiveth it.” 

During these trying times, let us 
continue to follow Christ until He 
comes for His own.
